How to Overcome the Diffi- 
onlty. 

The shipids •who ia 1837 amug-eil 
theboundray between Bassian Amoricn 
(now Alaska) and the British posHcn- 
eions in North Americrv conceded to 
tho fonnov powora Uiiilj-niilo boll, run- 
uingf sovonvl luiiulrecl niilos aluiig the 
soa- board, thus tlirowinnf iuto tho hands 
of a foreign power tlio key to (v hirgo 
strotuli of BritiHh Torritory. Tlio full 
force and iin[5ort of this inexplicably 
stupid eoneossion only eonaGS to be 
realized accoidinjj a.s tho valuo of tlie 
territory thus sandwiched in ih de- 
monstrated. For instance, it was 
only with the discovory of rioli gold 
mines in what has already becouio 
famons as the Cassiar country that the 
British Columbia mind becomes ini- 
■ pressed with the gravity of tho mistake 
made by those who ropresentod Great 
Britain in noyotiating the bouudaiy. 
Just as the shoo pinches the outra- 
geous absui-dity of that thirty-mile 
belt becomes apparonb and felt. To 
our trade with Cassiar this season the 
inconvenience of Brother Jonthnn 
having the key is -very great, and it 
will be increasingly felt with tho ex- 
pansion of tiiat trade. True, tho 
Treaty of Washington gives to us free 
navigation of tho Stiken, subject 
however, to the accustomed regulations 
and restrictions of the power holding 
tho moutli of that river; but notwith- 
standing that treaty right, our trade is 
constantly linbl e to serious ineonvo- 
uienco and a certain lunount of uncer- 
tainty always fatal to coniinorce seek- 
ing new channels. In view of these 
circnmstaiicos, the mind naturally 
seeks for some way of escape from 
such vexatious and hurtful obstruc- 
tions, some other door to Cassisr than 
that of which a foreign power holds 
tho key. It is believed that there is a 
reasonable prospect of linding such a 
door. Observatory lulot, a noble arm of 
the sea, is all our own, penetratis 
nearly one hundred miles into the 
continent, and is well navigable for 
sea-going steamers right up to its 
head. From thence by land to Cas- 
siar is less than two hundred miles, 
thus presenting a raute considerably 
shorter than that via Stiken, although 
•with a little more land travel. Bui it 
is not the saving- in distance, it is the 
securing of a route wholly' •within our 
own territory and, consequently, under 
our own contrcd that is the sii])rc'nie 
object towards which the energies of 
the country should be bent. A moun- 
tain range divides the country drained 
by the Skeeiia .indNaus rivers from the 
head o.' the Inlut, but there is every 
reason for believing in the existence 
of an easy pass; and for the rest of 
tho way the road would pass through 
a country of itself presumably possess- 
in? sufficient interest and importance 
to justify the opening of an e\];lora- 
tory [)ath. A "very liberal a])propria- 
tion for surveys and (':;[»loration was 
placed at the dis[ios;d of tiie Execu- 
tive last session, and we strongly in- 
cline to the opinion that a reasonable 
portion of that amount could not pos- 
sibly bo applied to a better i)nrposc 
than that of exploring aiul (should re- 
sults jastify) laying out a line of roatl 
over the route we have thus hastily 
and imperfectly described. Sh(juld 
Observatory In let present such facili- 
ties for openin;,' up tliegrent unknown 
regious of the North and of reaching 
our known gold fields of Cassiar, it 
seems scarcely necessary tlint wc should 
point out the very (h'cideil advantages 
such a route wouhl secure to our coiii- 
merce over that of tho Stiken. In- 
stead of being obliged to pass through 
a foreign gateway and share the navi- 
gation of the river in common with a 
foreign flag, the Union-jack would be 
BU])renie and we would liav(! both gate 
und liigluvay all our()wii,besidesoi)on- 
ing Mj) and de\-'du])iiig a tr rritory of 
presumed great wealtli. Where such 
advaotagos and results can be legi- 
timately attained, it is clearl^'the duty 
of Government to make an eflbrt, and 
ns t here is ample means at tho dis- 
posal as the Executive for the purpose, 
we sincerely trust this matter will re- 
ceive immediate nndseiious considera- 
tion. Should Cassiar "pan" out" re- 
asonably well during tho season upon 
which we are about to enter, the in- 
flux of man an 1 inniitions cannot fail 
to bo very groat rjcxt year, and it is 
clearly tlio duty, as it i« un<iuestion- 
nbly the interest of our GuvernnionL 
and .people to pub forth timely eiTorts 
with a view of securing to British Col- 
umbia the fullest i)0HsiblG measure of 
advantage therefrom. This is a sub- 
ject which, as it ajipears to us, might 
well occupy tlio attention of the Cham- 
ber of Conimorco.

Aftcrafow trivial (Jhiuoso cases had 
boon disposod of,Judgo Elliott addressed 
tho following remarks from tho Bench: 

"I wish to call tho attention of the 
polico to some observations which foil 
from Mr. Justice Gray on tho trial of 
Schooloy for murder at tho present As- 
sizes, Tbo learned Judge earnestly and 
renaonabl}' com[)lained that the ovidcnco 
of Romo most important wituesaoa was 
not sent up on tho depositions, an omis- 
sion which might tend to dimago the 
caso for the })rosooution, or, worso still, 
niight have the effaot of doing a serions 
injury to tho prisoner. Some time aftor 
the committal of tho prisoner Sohooley, 
his connaol api)Hed to this Court for a 
nnpy of tho depoaitiona. whicii wore sup- 
plied to him; tliat, cenllenian had every 
ricrhfc to nssnmo that tlin names of all tho 
wifnessp."? who were to be called on be- 
half nf the proKPontion, vtbtb on those de- 
posit ions, as well a« tho suhatanoo of tho 
evidenco. On Monday la^t constabln 
riarkp a-jlcod mo what he should do in 
Sohnoloy's case; on inquiring wliat ho 
iTioant, ho informed mf> that Sehooley ha<l 
fired a hall from a deadly weaiion. which 
noarly struck him and constable Beooher 
wliilst they wore endeavoring to arrest 
lilm. This was the f?)-.";/ intimation I had 
of tho ncenrrenee; which I at once con- 
vpyed to tbo Attorner-(Tenoral. I am ut- 
terly at a loss to conceive how it is that a 
fact of so important a charaeter shonld 
havo boon concealed from me during tho 
examination in tho Polico Court. It is 
altnpcthor absurd to suppose that a mag- 
istrate's duty is to hunt up ovictenco in 
any caso: and it is morn than absurd to 
suppose that he mnst know by instinct 
what has taken place. It is tho duty rif 
the police to pat before him all tho evi- 
dence which fhey think can bear upon 
the case, and to ' ask tho Magistrate to 
coniiiol the attendance of such witne.ssos 
a'i tliov consider necessary, and it is then 
for him to determine whotlier their ovi- 
donoo is niatorial or not. I would 'Uiggest 
to tho police that in future, in any case 
of importanoe, they should ask for a re- 
mand, in order tho better to enable the 
Magistrate to send the case in better form 
to a higher court. Of co>irsoit is not ex 
pected that a magistrate can possibly at a 
proHniinary o.tnmination command all 
tho information that tho Attorni-y-Ocner- 
al IS subsequently able to obtain. In tbo 
oase to which I am now alluding, the 
principal witnesi" was almost hysterical, 
and it was exceedingly difTicult to obtain 
any evidence from her. In this case I 
think tboro has been an undoulited nogli- 
gnnco on tho part of the polico in not 
bringing before me all the evidence they 
had at hand, and I consider it my duty to 
call their attention to tbe faet in this pub- 
lic manner. As regards the remark which 
tho Attorney General is reported to have 
made in the procooilings to which I have 
reference, uaraely, "that he had before 
made complaint but with no effect," I 
have only to say that, if such complaint 
was ever made, it never reached me."

Mr. Robinson addressed thorn for about 
half an hour calling attention to tho va- 
riouj Bills passed during the session, and 
his votes thereon, aiid touohingon tue re- 
solutions tolographed from bore. 

Tho meeting was aff(>rwards addressed 
by IMessrs. Douglas, Mclnnes, McQuar- 
rio, Wolfe, JMaedonald and Pleaoo. All of 
thospeakors deleiuled their cour.-oon sign 
ing tho resolutions sent t(.> tliu inoDibors. 

'ihe procoediugs, after the close of Mr. 
Robinson's address, were of a stormy 
character.

I\lr. Boecliftr ])icueiic'(l last evening 
upon tho dilliciilly of £'C(iuiriii;j;' cor- 
rect relig-ions lial)its, and thficomparn- 
tivo nasu of inaintainiiiij them when 
onco they have become second nature. 
"Many look npou religion," ho said, 
"us an insurniice policy atfainst final 
loins by tiro." Ho described that sort 
o religion tio funnily that tho congre- 
gation luuglitoti outright. "They go 
to church every tjuiulay," ho said, 
1)ulling his coat close around him, 
drawing his face down dolorously, and 
rolling up his eyes. "Tho hymns nro 
doled out to them, a good, sound, drv 
Kcrmoii ia preaelied to tlioin, and the 
most cloiiiieiit [lussago of all i.s their 
going out. They attend pniyer meet- 
ings, too — most dismal prayer meet- 
ings." Here Ilia lower jaw dropped, 
more of the whites of his eyes showed, 
and liis haiidn were cl.aspcd ijcforo him. 
"There are some (;ymfoi-tiiig things in 
Greenwood but none i.s ono of these 
prayer meetiiig.s. They go through 
the exercisei 8olemn^y,and tho brethren 
trj' to say swmething — they do say tho 
same things they liavo been Baj-mg 
twenty years. Then tho services aro 
mercilcHHly cut short, and they go 
gloomily home." 

After describing true religion as 
something independent of forms and 
catechisms, Mr. Beeeher illustrated 
tho process of its i)i iictical acquire- 
meut. Ho liad an invisible liddlo, 
fingering tho strings with ono liand, 
drawing the huw with the other, nnd 
adjusting the imaginary instrument 
under his uhiu, while he said: "Have 
you ever seen a boy trying to learn a 
to fiddle? I don't woniler they call 
those strings catgut. I shouhl say 
that tlio spirits of all tho dead old cats 
were in tlieni. I5nt when tlic bo\' 
masters it" — stopping short, ho com- 
menced to fiddle gracefully, like a 
good violinist. Then he showed how 
a man learns to set typo, tho desk fur- 
nishing the caso, from which he slowly 
.lud awkwurdly carried tho lotlor, to a 
snpiio.-ied coniiiosing stick, spoiling 
out audibly s-ii-a d. When tho coii- 
gregavion had stopped laughing, he 
gave the rapid motions of the same 
man after his trade had been learned. 
"I was taught eloQution," he Raid, 
"although you might not think it, I 
was drilled in all the gostiiies," Ho 
made tho prescribed gosturoH, and 
struck tUe attitudes in awkward but 
rapid succession, and then did them 
gracefully, in tlio style of a speaker to 
whom tlioy hud become habitual and 
unstrained. "When wo try to be 
graceful," hu said " we can't l)o. All 
tliobo tliing.scoiue by long aud persis- 
tent usage, and then without thought. 
In tho country whore a board six 
inches wiilo is laid in tho mud, a man will 
walk it without clVorl and never step oil'." 
Taking his placid at one side of tho jdat- 
foriM, he walked easily in an exaei line to 
tho othi'r side, with his hands in his 
pockois and bis eyes wandering careloss- 
ly. "Now," ho wont on, "put that board 
at a height of fifteen feet, and not one 
man in a doncn can walk tho length of it 
witlunit falling oil'." Taking his position 
as beforo, ho lixtul his eyt^s in front of 
him as though on the elevated board, 
looking scared, and commenced tho ima- 
ginary passages. — Wavering and balanc- 
ing, with his arms oxlended, he with dif- 
ticnlty got half way across, and then 
stumbled as though falling. The people 
laughed out loud at tbo elaborately per- 
fect pantomiiuo. 

Tha greatest hil, however, was the 
droll mimicry of a miser, who resolved 
upon reform and began bj' ndeasing a 
iiKu-tgage on a poor man's farm. The 
connt(uf(iit seventy of the miser in de- 
manding payment, the fright of the debt- 
or, tho blandness of tli^ miser in present- 
ing the cancelled docuniout. and tho joy- 
ous. antics of tho debtor's wife and ohild- 
roil, were all produced with the skill of a 
trained comedian.— L'inallv, 'v, hen Mr.
